NATION OF ISLAM, fprmerly 
referred to as the Muslim 
Cult of Islam, also known as 
Muhammad’s Temples of Islam 



In January, 1957, a source advised Elijah Muhammad 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam," (NOI) and "Muhammad’s Temples of Islam." U 

On May 8, 1964, a second source advised Elijah 
Muhammad is the national leader of the NOI; Muhammad’s Temple 
of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960, 
Muhammad and other NOI officials, when referring to Muhammad’s 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either 
"Mosque" or i’Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad’s Temples 
of Islam." ij 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization, which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the 
wilderness of North America by establishing an independent 
black nation in the United States. Members following Muham- 
mad’s teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe 
there is no such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes 
are slaves of the white race, referred to as "white devils", 
in the United states; and that the white race, because of 
its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon . ’0 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including Muhammad, have refused to register under the pro- 
visions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared that 
members owe no allegiance to the United States. |J 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised Muhammad 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government ; . however , he did 
not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization. 
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On May 7, 1964, a third source advised Muhammad 
had, early in July, 1958, decided tp de-emphasize the reli- 
gious aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the 
economic benefits to be derived by those Negroes who joined 
the NOI. This policy change, according to Muhammad, would 
help him acquire additional followers and create more interest 
in his programs.

”In the second part of the day’s program,

civil rights battle is moving north.* " 

”Dr. Spock. . .said, ’Now-a-days the chances of a 
child of one year being killed by disease or accident before 
he reaches the age of 21 are less than l|%. Does anyone dare 
think that the risk of nuclear destruction - through brinkmau 
ship or insanity or mistake - is as small as that? ... recent 
studies have shown how much our children have become troubled 
by cold war anxieties. Between 25 and 50% of them, in 
different schools, believe there will be a nuclear attack .. 
More disturbing are the evidences of an unwholesome, passive 
fear of the malevolence of Communists. ... But if increasing 
numbers of them are now going to reach adulthood believing 
that Communists are supernatural ly clever and evil people 
who. are likely to outwit us and destroy us, they will end up 
with impaired personalities when compared to Americans of the 
past*.. He said beliefs that Communists are always wrong 
and we are always right and alarmist phrases such as ’world- 
wide conspiracy to destroy us,’ give children an unnatural 
fear and hate for Communists which impair attempts for the 
nations to build trust and friendship that will lead to 
peace.' * I, myself, believe we should be careful to interpret 
the actions of Communist nations in always the least alarmist 
way possible - not to be generous toward them, but to give to 
our children the confidence that we will be able to under- 
stand our adversaries and cope with them in the future as we 
have in the past, and that we may even be able to come to 
mutually advantageous agreements with them.' v ’ In closing, 

Dr. Spock said, ’our country, militarily, is much stronger 
than Communist nations altogether.”’

"Rev. Mr. LaFayette, currently director of the urban 
affairs program of the American Friends Service Committee in 
Chicago, replaced ailing SCLC field representative Rev. James 
Bevel on the program. He cited riots in Los Angeles and Chicago 
last summer as pointing up the ’reality that exists. ’ He said 
they were, however, ’a mishap.* The civil rights worker ^aid 
the next step in the battle for equal rights is ’dealing with 
the slums in northern cities.*. . .

Spock said "today’s American children should be taught to 
work for peace, not to fear communism blindly, and to help 
the poor - be they people or nations. ...’It is time We 
revise our concepts of helping our children’s need for pre- 
servation of physical and emotional health. It is no longer 
sufficient to protect them from the usual physical diseases 
and emotional stress of the past ’...The greatest threat now 

to their bodily survival is from nuclear disaster ’When 

we teach our children modern history. .we should certainly 
tell them about the unprincipled and aggressive actions of 
Communist nations, but I think we should avoid alarmist 
phrases. ., .V/ith their teachers and parents (children) should 
take a personal interest in proposals for disarmament and East- 
West political agreement. They should join SANE or the 
Student Peace Union, make contributions from their allowance, 
walk in peace marches, write letters to the President and their 
senators,'.... He also urged help for poor nations and 
people and said. ’all Americans can’t leave it to a few Peace 
Corpsraen to pay our obligations for us.”’

in regard to the Watts area in Los Angeles, non-violence is 
all right but at times you have to fight fire with fire; that 
racial strife is due to poverty in the slums; that they have 
to end slums; that everybody could not go to Los Angeles as 
it is too far away but that was no excuse for not going to 
Selma before nor to Chicago next year; that the white" man’s 
heel is on the head of the Negro in the slums and even a 
professor could not write a good paper in the slums.

Harold Belton Andrews (a white male born in 1923 and the subject of 
a car theft ring in the 1940’ s) contacted Senior Resident Agent Dyer in 
Columbia, South Carolina, today and furnished details of four automobiles 
obtained by him, three of which have been sold to officials of SCLC. The 
fourth automobile is presently in his possession and observed by our Agents 
in Columbia, also to be sold to the SCLC officials in the immediate future. 

According to Andrews, Findlay and Williams (who are connected with 
the SCLC in Atlanta) learned he, Andrews, had been in prison for auto theft 
and wanted him to obtain hot cars to transport civil rights workers. Williams 
and Findlay allegedly told Andrews that their auditor, Francis (LNU) would 
be arriving in Atlanta in the. immediate future to check on money, property, 
and expenses of SCLC. It was indicated there was a shortage in SCLC 
funds and they desired to obtain a number of stolen cars to record as 
assets of SCLC in order that there would be no apparent shortage. 

Andrews furnished details on four automobiles obtained by him in 
Washington, D.C., Newark, New Jersey, Atlanta, Georgia, and Daytona, • 
Florida. These automobiles were rented by him and never returned. The 
first three were sold to Williams and Findlay at a nominal price with 
fictitious bills of sale and registrations being prepared.

Andrews, who is a white male, born in 1923, contacted Resident 
Agents at Columbia, South Carolina, on 10/18/65, and furnished details and 
signed statements concerning four automobiles obtained by him, three of 
which he alleges were sold to officials of SCLC. The fourth automobile is ^ 
presently in his possession, was observed by our Agents in Columbia, and 
according to Andrews, is to also be sold to SCLC officials in the immediate 
future. Andrews was; sentenced in January, 1960, in U. S. District Court, 
Atlanta, Georgia, to a year and one day for violation of Interstate Transportation 
of Stolen Motor Vehicle (1TSMV) violation. - |

According to Andrews, Morris Findlay and Hosea Williams, who, 
according to Andrews, are connected with the SCLC in Atlanta, learned 
that he, Andrews, had been in prison for auto theft and they wanted him 
to obtain stolen cars to be used to transport civil rights workers. Williams 
and Findlay allegedly told Andrews that their auditor (name unknown) would 
be arriving in Atlanta in the immediate future in order to check on the 
finances of the SCLC. These individuals told Andrews that there was a 
shortage of SCLC funds and they desired to obtain a number of stolen cars 
to record as assets of the SCLC in order that there would be no apparent 
shortage. Bureau files indicate that Hosea Williams is a SCLC official; 
however, no record can be located for a Morris Findlay.

first three were sold to Williams and Findlay at a nominal price with 
fictitious bills of sale and registrations being prepared. The documents 
indicated the autos were purchased at prices of approximately $3, 000. 

Andrews, at the present time is in possession of a 1965 Dodge 
which he claimed to have rented at Daytona, Florida, two or three weeks ago. 
He indicated that this car was to be sold in the immediate future to Findlay. 
Investigation has established that Andrews rented this car on 9/12/65, for one 
day, furnishing a fictitious address in Atlanta. The U. S. Attorney, Columbia, 
South Carolina, authorized process for Andrews, charging ITSMV for the 
interstate transportation of the 1965 Dodge from Florida to South Carolina. 
Andrews is to be arraigned today. He is currently incarcerated at Richland 
County Jail, Columbia, South Carolina. 

Andrews stated further that Williams has requested him to go to 
Miami, Florida, as soon as the car now in his possession is registered 
and steal a Lincoln automobile for Martin Luther King. There is no 
ii indication that King is or is not aware of this request. 

Williams and Findlay have indicated they have 13 other stolen 
! automobiles which they desire to get registered and that they have plates 
to counterfeit $20 bills and phony payroll checks in their possession. It is 
further reported that Williams and Findlay have a Negro woman (a notary 
public in Atlanta) who handles paper work in connection with the stolen cars 
! for a fee of $50 each. 

ACTION : ' . 

In view of the alleged ramifications involving SCLC officials, this 
matter las been discussed with the Domestic Intelligence Division. The 
Savannah Office has been instructed to give this matter preferred, thorough 
investigative attention and to keep the Bureau advised of all pertinent 
developments. The Atlanta Office has also been cautioned that this matter 
could be a hoax to cause embarrassment and perpetrated by either officials 
of SCLC or members of the Ku Klux Klan. v

In ’’The Saturday Evening Post", issue of July 11- 
18, 1964, page 76, Bayard Rustin is the subject 
of a feature article captioned; "The Lone Wolf 
of Civil Rights". In it, Rustin is said to 
have come to New York in 1938# as an organizer 
for the Young Communist League (YCL), and as 
such, he had the job of recruiting students for 
the r ' Party". Furthermore, the article reports 
that during his first years in New York, Rustin 
gave most of his earnings to the "Party", He 
reportedly left the "Party" in 1941, the article 
states. 

The YCL has been designated pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 

The "Dally Worker", February 11, 1957# page 1, 
column 2, reported that Bayard Rustin, Executive 
Secretary, War Resisters League, was an observer 
at the 16th National Convention of the 
Communist Party, United States of America 
(CPUSA), held in New York City, on February 
9-12, 1957. 

The "Daily Worker" was an East Coast Communist 
publication until it ceased publication on 
January 13, 1958.

Board, CPUSA, on that date, Benjamin J.

This publication also 'Carried an article written 
by L. D. REDDICK, Historian, SCLC, setting forth the history 
of SCLC and its development. In this article REDDICK pointed 
out that at the founding of SCLC it was agreed that .civil 
rights were essential to Democracy and that the Negro should 
reject segregation absolutely but in a non-violent manner . 

The composition of the board of the SCLC in its founding 
convention reflected a strong church orientation of the 
organization, along with a sprinkling of intellectuals, 
labor ites and lawyers.

Another article appearing in this publication by 
DOROTHY COTTON, Director, Citizenship School, SCLC, cites 
as one of the necessary factors in the program of the SCLC 
is to build a program around mass non-violent direct 
action and to prepare "soldiers" for the non-violent 
Army. In order to do this it is necessary to prepare these 
individuals as follows: 

"Gather ing Facts . Before engaging in nonviolent direct 
action ,"Ve must have detailed facts about the unjust 
situation against which we are protesting. A nonviolent 
campaign must never be based on mere opinion and hearsay. 

"Education Once all the facts and figures are known this 
information must be disseminated throughout the community 
involved. One goal of a nonviolent movement is to gain 
understanding, sympathy, and support for the changes we 
'-Seek. In order- to achieve this, the people { white and 
Negro) must be informed. 

"Negotiation Nonviolent resistance to injustice 
presupposes the desire to win opponents to our cause, 
mot to conquer or overthrow. We, therefore, talk 
directly with persons in charge of areas of our 
grievances before any action is taken, 

"Purification Spiritual preparation is mandatory for 
those who would participate in Christian nonviolent 
direct action. Preparation requires studying nonviolence 
in workshops, role-playing, and making a commitment. 

When actual love is felt for our opponents, a direct- 
action campaign is then begun. 

"Direct Action We show our love and dedication to 
truth by^pr® 1 seating our very bodies in places not 
opened to us. By such acts we confront segregationists 
with the issues and ourselves, and they are forced to 
make a decision. By such acts, we accept suffering 
rather than inflict suffering. 
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"Reconciliation Our white brothers often find it 
painful to change the teachings and habits of a 
lifetime. The nonviolent resister understands 
this pain and through love helps them to accept 
the new way of life. He is active in malting the 
transition as easy and painless as possible. 

"Direct action projects must always be nonviolent, 
for the goals we seek by such action are "pre-existent 
in the means". The ends we seek for our nation and for 
ourselves are love, justice and peace. There can be no 
love tomorrow without loving men today; there can be 
no justice without just men; there can be no peace in 
the end without peaceful men. The legions of the 
nonviolent disciple will only grow if we are able to 
love regardless of the cost. The cost of Jesus Christ 
was the cross. That cross, its cost and implications, 
holds our confidence and our future as free men." 

There is also quoted in this pamphlet excerpts 
of a letter allegedly prepared by Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING, 
JR. when confined to jail at Birmingham, Alabama. This 
letter was written in answer to a letter prepared by eight 
white clergymen who publicly criticized KING for unwise 
and untimely demonstrations, KING, in answering this 
letter, sets forth some of his moral justifications for 
acts on the part of SCLC and pertinent portions of this 
letter are as follows: 

"In your statement you asserted that our actions, 
even though peaceful, must be condemned because they 
precipitate violence. Isn't this like condemning 
the robbed man because his possession of money 
precipitated the evil act of robbery? Isn't this 
like condemning Socrates because his unswerving 
commitment to truth and his philosophy delvings 
precipitated the misguided popular mind to make 
him drink the hemlock? Isn't this like condemning 
Jesus because his unique God-consciousness and never- 
ceasing devotion to God’s will precipitated the evil 
act of the Crucifixion?

Andrews is a white male who was convicted for violation of the Inter - . , 

state Transportation of Motor Vehicle (ITSMV J Statute in 1960. He alleges 'J*M(*** 
that at the request of Morris Finley and Hosea Williams, officials with the 
SCLC, he rented three cars, subsequently' selling them to Williams and Finley. 
Andrews had rented another car, which he indicated was to be also sold to the 
SCLC and an authorized complaint was filed, charging him with violation of 
ITSMV Statute for transporting this car from Florida to South Carolina. 

Andrews is presently out on bond. *■* 

Andrews also alleged that Finley told him the SCLC has plates to make 
counterfeit money in $20 denominations, that they had facilities for printing 
Georgia titles for stolen automobiles, and are printing payroll checks drawn on 
an electrical concern in Nebraska, which they intended to cash in Nebraska. 
Purpose of these activities was to conceal shortages in SCLC accounts and to

Morris Finl'-y is allegedly an SCLC official who owns the Diamond 
Printing Company in Atlanta and it is Lo be nn f < d that Andrews also alleges 
the SCLC is printing fictitious payroll checks ;md has plates to make counter- 
feit $20 bills. Hosea Williams is the Direct* >» of Voter Registration, SCLC, 
and appears to be the mastermind behind this stolen car ring. Charles Mize 
is an associate of Williams and Finley and he originally contacted Andrews 
and arranged on behalf of Williams and Finley for Andrews to steal these 
automobiles for subsequent sale to the SCLC. U 


AUSA Hand also indicated that he would issue a search warrant for 
a car stolen by Andrews and which is currently in Finley’s possession. He 
also believed a search warrant could be obtained for the Diamond Printing 
Company on the basis of the allegations concerning counterfeit money and 
fictitious payroll checks. U 


AUSA Hand stated that in view of possible public interest in this matter 
he desired to discuss the entire matter with USA Goodson prior to authorizing 
process. He also desired the Secret Service to be advised of the possibility 
of the existence of counterfeit plates. U 


A conference has been arranged by the AUSA for 2:00 p. m. today (10/26/65) 
for the purpose of discussing the entire matter with the U. S. Attorney. SAC 
Ponder, Atlanta, states that he will advise the Bureau if process is authorized 
today. SAC Ponder has indicated that if process is authorized it will be necessary 
to file complaints and obtain search warrants. The arrests and interviews of 
any persons charged will be made simultaneously by the FBI. Atlanta will 
advise the Bureau of the outcome of the conference this afternoon and will 
coordinate any activity with the Bureau and the Savannah Office, in whose 
territory subject Andrews currently resides. It is contemplated that any 
arrests on the warrants and execution of the search warrants will be made 
tomorrow morning (10/27/65) by the FBI. Atlanta states that it can control

In "The Saturday Evening Post,” issue of 
July 11-18, 1964, page 76, BAYARD RUSTIN is the sub- 
ject of a feature article captioned: "The Lone Wolf 
of Civil Rights , " In it, RUSTIN is said to have come 
to New York in 1938, as an organizer for the Young 
Communist League <YCL) , and as such, he had the job of 
recruiting students for the "Party. " Furthermore, the 
article reports that during his first years in New York, 
RUSTIN gave most of his earnings to the "Party.” He 
reportedly left the "Party" in 1941, the article states. 

The YCL has been designated pursuanttto 
Executive Order 10450. 

The "Daily Worker," February 11, 1957, page 
1, column 2, reported that BAYARD RUSTIN, Executive 
Secretary, War Resisters League, was an observer at 
the 16th National Convention of the Communist Party, 
United States of America, (CP, USA) held in New York 
City on February 9-12, 1957.

:> BACKGROUND: 


Andrews is a white male who was convicted for violation of the 
Interstate Transportation of Motor Vehicle (ITSMV) Statute in 1960. He 
alleges that, at the request of Morris Finley and Hosea Williams, officials 
with the SCLC, he rented three cars, subsequently selling them to Williams 
and Finley. Andrews had rented another car, which he indicated was to be 
also sold to the SCLC and an authorized complaint was filed, charging him 
with violation of ITSMV Statute for transporting this car from Florida to 
South Carolina. Andrews is presently out on bond. 


Andrews also alleged that Finley told him the SCLC has plates 
to naake counterfeit -money in $20 denominations, that they had facilities for 
printing Georgia titles for stolen automobiles, and are printing payroll 
checks drawn on an e leetrical concern in Nebraska, winch they intended to 
cash in Nebraska. Purpose of these activities was to conceal shortages in 
SCLC accounts and to pay off civil rights workers.

On 9/24/65, one Brigido Cabe was arrested by the Georgia 
State Patrol in possession of this car. Cabe stated that Hose a Williams 
furnished him the keys for this car. Cabe possessed a fictitious bill of 
sale and registration. Police determined this car was the property of 
Hertz Corporation, Atlanta, which recovered automobile. 


Another car, believed to be identical with one obtained by 
Andrews and sold to the SCLC, has been observed at the residence of 
Morris Finley. It is believed that Hosea Williams has the fourth car and 
the Atlanta Office currently has Williams under surveillance in an effort 
to observe him in it. 


We have not advised Secret Service of Andrews^ allegation 
that the SCLC possesses counterfeit plates since to do so could jeopardize 
our case and would necessitate premature interviews with Finley, Cabe 
and Hankers on. 

Our Omaha Office has determined that a number of fictitious 
checks have been passed in Nebraska, drawn on the account of the General 
Electric Supply Company, Omaha* , While these checks have been passed 
intra-state, these may be the checks referred to by Andrews. 


OBSERVATIONS : 

Investigation of the allegations made by Andrews concerning the 
theft and sale of automobiles to SCLC appears to be accurate. According 
to Andrews, the SCLC also possesses 13 more automobiles, the origin and 
identities of which are unknown. Atlanta has determined that two additional 
automobiles in possession of SCLC employees could be stolen since both 
] have license plates which are not assigned to these cars, according to 
1 records of the Georgia Motor Vehicle Bureau. 

Our investigation is directed toward obtaining a prosecutable 
case involving all participants in this matter. Hoseit- Williams, is the 
Director of Voter Registration, SCLC, and in view of his high position,

In my memorandum 10/26/65, it was pointed out that according to 
SAC Ponder, U. S. Attorney Goodson, Atlanta, indicated he would authorize 
arrest warrants for Morris Finley, Charles Mize and Hosea Williams, charging^ 
conspiracy to violate the ITSP Statute. Williams is the Director of Voter , 
Registration, Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC). Morris Finley^ 
operates a priiffig shop m^Tl^TTnr^a clbse associate of Williams. g 

Charles Mize is associated with Williams, and Finley and he originally 
contacted Andrews and arranged for Andrews to steal automobiles which were 
allegedly sold to the SCLC in order to cover up shortages of SCLC funds.

Carl Belcher, Chief, Criminal Section of the Department, advised 
that U. S. Attorney Goodson had discussed this case with Fred M. Vinson, Jr. 
Assistant Attorney General, Criminal Division, and that both Belcher and 
Vinson felt that there is insufficient evidence at this time to sustain a conviction 
of Williams. Belcher pointed out that our case against Williams is based upon 
statements allegedly made by Williams to Andrews and to statements made by 
Finley in a telephone conversation with Andrews in which he indicates Williams 
has knowledge of this illegal operation. Belcher feels that the telephone 
statements Finley made concerning Williams may be inadmissible since they 
are hearsay.

Belcher's suggestion is believed highly undesirable. This automobile, 
which was used as a basis to arrest Andrews, has been returned to its legal 
owner and to get it back we would have to get the owner's authorization. 

Should this car become (involved in an accident, the Bureau could be subjected to 
criticism and possibly held for legal responsibility. In addition, the legality 
of such a procedure is questionable and this was acknowledged by Belcher, 
although he felt it would be legal. Of greater importance is the fact that we 
would have no way of insuring Andrews 1 safety since it is possible that 
Williams or Finley is aware of Andrews' arrest and retaliatory measures could 
be taken against him. Without Andrews we have no case. 

As an alternative Belcher suggested the facts be presented to a grand 
jury convening in Atlanta on 11/1/65. He felt that immediately upon convening, 
the grand jury could issue a subpoena duces tecum for SCLC records to 
determine if stolen cars are listed as assets of this organization. It was pointed 
out to Belcher that such a procedure would be a definite tipoff to Williams and 
other SCLC officials who would undoubtedly take immediate steps to dispose 
of the stolen cars and any other incriminating evidence. 

The possibility of proceeding against Mize, Finley and Andrews, but 
not Williams, as well as obtaining a search warrant for the car known to be 
in the possession of Finley, a search warrant for Finley's printing establish- 
ment and a subpoena for SCLC records, was discussed with Belcher. He was 
noncommittal and stated he would like to have additional time to review all 
of the facts developed in this case and then discuss the matter with Assistant 
Attorney General Vinson. 

ACTION: 


The Savannah Office has submitted a report setting forth in detail 
all of the evidence obtained in this case to date. A copy of this report is 
being furnished to the Department today. In the interim the Atlanta Office 
is continuing to afford this case preferred attention in order to develop 
additional evidence implicating Williams, particularly the location of a car 
Andrews stole and sold to Williams.

Mr. Vinson said it is not clear as to the full background of 
subject Finley. V/hile it appears that he is heavily involved, not only 
as to the automobiles, but as to the printing of checks which are being 
used illegally and possibly (according to Andrews) the possessor of 
counterfeit $20 plates, it is not clear so far whether he has any connec- 
tion with the SCLC. Mr. Vinson felt there was no problem in getting 
a search warrant for Finley’s printing shop, but he would like to develop 
further background on Finley if possible.

1 given the press in this regard could be held to answering inquiries and that those 
I inquiries could be answered simply by acknowledging that so-and-so had been 
J 1 arrested on charges of interstate transportation of stolen property and that an 
I arraignment would be held at such-and-such a time.

I I specifically advised Rosenthal that, while we would not purposely 
put out information that the subject may have had any connections with the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference, this of course might be dug up by some alert 
reporter, Rosenthal answered by stating he hoped this would not come out. 


Rosenthal was advised that the complaint in this matter seemed to have 

( been considerably watered down inasmuch as it concerned only an interstate trans- 
portation of stolen property violation rather than several other angles which might 
have been included, namely the interstate car theft linking the case with the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference. 


In conclusion, I told Rosenthal that it is the FBI who will get the 
brickbats in this matter, if any, and not the Department, and that we simply would 
not sit still for this kind of treatment.

The law sought by King would forbid "systematic exclusion" 
of Negroes from the lists of prospective jurors and would 
require counties with such lists at present to. remove all 
names from the jury box and refill them with a proportionate 
representation of Negroes. He also desires the law taking 
civil rights slayings out of State Courts which he claims 
"have abdicated their right" to try them because of "26. 
straight murder cases connected with civil rights in which 
there have been no convictions." 


The Mobile Press edition of October 29, 1965, 
carried an article reporting that Dr. Martin Luther King, 

Jr. sounded a call for a strategy meeting of all civil rights 
and religious groups whose personnel have been "victimized 
by recent tragedies in the South." A conference to draw up 
plans for new demonstrations seeking Federal intervention in 
racial trials was scheduled for noon in Brown’s Chapel AME

A source advised on October 26-27, 1963, a conference 
of members of the Communist Party, USA (CP, USA), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of setting in motion forces for the establishment of a new' 
national Marxist-oriented youth organization which would hunt for 
the most peaceful transition to socialism. ' The delegates to this 
meeting were cautioned against the germ of anti-Soviet and anti- 
CP ideologies. These delegates were also told that it would be 
reasonable to assume that the young socialists attracted into this 
new organization would eventually pass into the CP itself. 

A second conference of over 20 persons met in Chicago 
on December 28-29, 1963, for the purpose of initiating a "call” 
to the new youth organization and planning for a founding con- 
vention to be held in June, 1964. 

A second source has advised that the Founding Convention 
for the new youth organization was held during the period of 
June 19-21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the name W.E.B, DuBois Clubs of America 
was adopted. Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the 
United States attended this convention. The aims of this organi- 
zation, as set forth in the preamble to the constitution, are: 

"It is our belief that this nation can best solve its problems 
in an atmosphere of peaceful co-existence, complete disarmament 
and true freedom for all peoples of the world, and that these 
solutions will be reached mainly through the united efforts of 
all democratic elements in our country, composed essentially of 
the working people allied in the unity of Negroes and other 
minorities with whites. We further fully recognize that the 
greatest threat to American democracy comes from the racist and 
right wing forces in coalition with the most reactionary sections 
of the economic power structure, using the tool of anti-communism 
to divide and destroy the unified struggle of the working people. 
As young people in the forces struggling for democracy, we shall 
actively strive to defeat these reactionary and neo-fascist 
elements and to achieve complete freedom and democracy for all 
Americans, thus enabling each individual to freely choose and 
build the society he would wish to live in. Through these 
struggles we feel the American people will realize the viability 
of the socialist alternatives."

The article goes on to state that her appearance here 
followed her participation Saturday, November 27, 1965, in the 
March in Washington of 25,000 persons protesting American policy 
in Vietnam. Mrs. King was quoted as saying, "I was very sympathetic 
to the march and I share the goals of the peace groups." 


Mrs. King further mentions in this article that she is 
involved in Women's Peace Movements.
